It is not unusual for the city government to call on 


he Committee for an estimate of the expenses of the 
chools, and at the commencement of this year such 
n estimate was made ; in conformity with which, the 
/ity Council raised the sum of 6,500 dollars. 
Had 


be outstanding claims been provided for by a transfer 
o the contingent fund, or in some other manner, and 
he extraordinary expenditures, which consisted among 
)ther things, in removing and fitting up a school house 
)n Pearl Street, making a floor under the High School 
House, and new stoves for the New School Houses, 
by specific appropriations, 
no over drawing would 


have been necessary. 
The outstanding claims and 


the extraordinary expenses amount to $631,95 and 
ought to be transferred to some fund, which has a 
surplus, if any such there be, or provided for by a 
specific appropriation. 
For if it should be raised, as 


a part of the money for the support of Common 
Schools, the Districts, other than District No. One, 
will be entitled to their share of the amount, and 
have a claim to more money than is required to sup- 
port their schools. 
/ The whole number of scholars, between the age of 
4 and 21, inclusive, on the first day of May last, was 
3,136. The number of scholars, who have attended 
school, more or less, the past year, is 2,230. 
The 


average daily attendance is 1,565. 
Thus it appears, 


that, of the whole number between the age of 4 and 
21, about one half daily attended school: the attend- 
ance has been improving for several years, but it is 
yet, far short of what it ought to be. 
It is sad to re- 


flect, that only one half of the whole number of the 
scholars give their daily attendance at our schools.— 
On the other hand, the Committee are satisfied, that 
those, who do attend, have the instruction of able and 
faithful teachers, and, for the most part, make that 
proficiency,which a reasonable attention to study would 
lead one to suspect. 
No' man however, who visits 


some of our schools, and remains in them a short time, 
can fail to perceive, that a greater degree of order, 
than exists, would be desirable; and that a more earn- 
est devotion to study might be pursued with great ad- 
vantage to the pupil. A habit of industry should be 
sought and acquired by those scholars, who are some- 
what advanced in age and mental discipline ; and the 
time of the school should be devoted, either to study, 
or the recitation of their lessons. 


The high schools for girls and for boys, and the se- 


lect school for girls,have heretofore enjoyed a high rep- 
utation, and continue to deserve well of the city.— 
Several of the infant schools are managed with a high 
degree of excellence, and the Committee are happy to 
;>ear testimony to the zeal and success, with which the 
teachers in general, perform their arduous duties. 


The Committee notice with approbation the atten- 


tion, which has been paid to physiology in two or 
three of the schools for females. This is an import- 
ant study for all, and especially for young ladies.—• 
They are also pleased to see, that music, the most in- 
eresting and delightful of all accomplishments, is 
cultivated in many of our schools, and, in some of 
.hem, with gieat success. 


The Committee notice, with high approbation, the 


udicious improvements made in our school houses 
during the past year. 
The new brick house on State1 


Street, two stories high, contains two spacious rooms 
vith class rooms adjoining, w hich is seated to accom- 


were to be had. 
But il is well known, thar 


the room occupied by Miss Thayer, is altogether un- 
worthy the name of a school house. 


The-Commtttee have recently ~ estafrli*h^cf-a~schTior 


for boys, composed chiefly of the scholars attending 
the schools taught by Messrs. Valentine and Souther. 
It has been considered for several years to be an ob- 
ject of the highest importance to introduce a system 
of classification into our public schools; and it has 
been thought that the symmetry of the system would 
be more perfect by establishing this school. 
The city 


council are aware that a select school for girls was es- 
tablished in this city, several years since, and that it 
has worked well under the charge of Mr. Littlefield. 
The Committee have reason to believe that this pro- 
ject may be no Jess successful, and that it will be found 
to furnish annually a large number of pupils well 


qualified for the high school for boys. 
This school 


has been placed under the care of Mr. Bowler, who 
has, for several winters, taught school in this city with 
great success. 


A change has been made in the vacations, under a 


full conviction, that it would promote the good of the 
schools, and the convenience of the parents and in '• 
structors. 
Parents often need the assistance of then- 


children at seed time, and while they are preparing 
their gardens in the spring, which causes the attend- 
ance of the scholars in the latter part of May to be 


very irregular; and as heretofore arranged, the sum- 
mer term has extended far into August, when thr 
weather is oppressively warm and relaxing. 
The 


Committee have therefore directed that the first term 
shall commence on the 3d Monday of March and 
continue nine weeks, when there is to be a vacation 
of two weeks. 
The second term shall commence on 


the 1st Monday of June and continue for nine weeks, 
when there shall be a vacation of five weeks. 
The 


third term shall commence on the 2d Monday of 
September and continue twelve weeks; and then 
there shall be a vacation of one week. 
The fourth 


term shrill commence on the 2d Monday of Decem- 
ber, and continue twelve weeks, when there will bo a 
\acation of t\\o ueeks. 


On the whole, the Committee are satisfied, that the 


pjogress of the schools in this city, for several years 
past, has been, and still is, onward ; and that the citi- 


zens have reason to congratulate themselves upon 


\\ hat has already been accomplished ; at the same turn- 


they should remember, that there remains, an.Uill 
foiever remain, mom for improvement.
